It  is  indeed  true,  tliat  ilie  epistles  addressed  , 
to  the  angels  mentioned  in  the  first  three  chaji- 
ters  of  the  book  of  the  Revelation  of  St.  John, , 
were  intended  for  the  use  of  those  churches,  of  | 
which  these  angels  are  represented  as  the  di¬ 
rectors  and  governors.  There  can  be  no  ground 
to  suppose,  that  the  churches  themselves  were 
meant  by  the  angels,  when  the  distinction  be¬ 
tween  them  is  so  plainly  laid  down  in  these 
words,  as  descriptive  of  the  mystery  ”  The 
seven  stars  are  the  angels  of  the  seven  churches, 
and  the  seven  candlesticks  which  thou  sawest, 
are  the  seven  churches  ”  Both  being  thus  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  their  proper  emblems,  the  angels 
could  not  be  the  churches,  nor  any  select  num¬ 
ber,  or  collective  body  of  men,  because  they  are 
constantly  mentioned  as  single  persons,  and  hy 
a  title,  which  was  well  known  to  bear  the  same 
meaning  as  that  of  apostle.  Both  are  applied  to 
signify  a  messenger  of  God  :  an  apostle  as  one 
sent  or  commissioned  to  carry  his  message,  an 
angel  as  employed  in  telling  or  declaring  that 
message.  The  name  of  angel  therefore  was  ve¬ 
ry  properly  applied  to  those  who  immediately 
succeeded  the  apostles,  in  their  office  of  preach¬ 
ing  or  publishing  God’s  will  to  the  church  ;  and 
when  St.  Paul  was  employed  in  preaching  the 
gospel  to  the  Galatians,  he  says,  “they  received 
him  as  an  angel  of  God.”  This  plainly  shews 
that  these  angels  were  not  only  single  persons, 
but  entrusted  also  with  the  care  and  government 
of  the  several  churches,  of  which  they  were  call¬ 
ed  the  angels:  which  will  appear  more  clearly, 
if  we  consider  the  subject  of  the  Epistles  ad¬ 
dressed  to  them,  and  the  characters  w  hich  are 
there  given  of  them.  On  account  of  the  au¬ 
thority  committed  to  them,  we  find  them  praised 
for  all  the  good,  and  blamed  for  all  the  evil, 
which  happened  in  their  churches.  'I’he  angel 
of  the  church  of  Ephesus  is  commended,  be¬ 
cause  ”  he  could  not  bear  them  that  were  evil, 
and  had  tried  those  w  ho  said  they  were  apostles, 
and  were  not  so.”  Having  called  them  to  ac¬ 
count,  and  examined  their  pretensions,  he  found 
them  to  be  no  other  than  “  liars,”  and  impos¬ 
tors,  and  therefore  executed  the  discipline  of 
the  church  against  them;  in  doing  which,  he 
receives  approbation  for  discharging  his  duty. 
The  angel  of  the  church  in  Pergamos  is  reprov- 
ed  for  not  severely  censuring,  as  they  deserved, 
those  who  were  guilty  of  wicked  and  idolatrous 
practices;  from  which  it  is  evident,  that  he  had 
authority  to  correct  such  disorders.  And  the 
same  may  lie  said  of  the  angel  of  Thyatira,  who 
is  blamed  for  ”  suflTering  Jezebel,  who  called 
herself  a  prophetess,  to  teach  and  seduce  the 
Rervants  of  Christ,”  and  so  lead  them  into  the 
ba.sest  idolatry. '  The  angel  of  Sardis  is  comman¬ 
ded  to  be  ”  watchful,  and  to  strengthen  those 
who  were  ready  to  die ;”  otherwise  our  Lord 
threatens  to  *'  come  on  him  as  a  thief,  and  at  an 
hour  which  he  should  not  know,”  plainly  allu¬ 
ding  to  what  he  had  formerly  said  to  those  “stew¬ 
ards,  whom  he  had  made  rulers  over  his  house¬ 
hold,  to  give  them  their  meat  in  due  season.” 

All  this  is  ahiindantly  sufficient  to  shew  the 
office,  station  and  authority  of  the  angels  of  the

I  seven  churches,  and  that  we  need  not  scruple 
to  call  them,  with  St.  Augustine,  and  other  an¬ 
cient  lathers,  “the  bishops  and  presidents  of 
^  these  churches.”  If  they  had  not  been  clothed 
;  with  that  character,  it  would  be  difficult  to  re¬ 
concile  the  charges  given  to  them  by  St.  John  ' 
in  the  name  of  Christ,  with  that  principle  of 
equity,  by  which  we  are  sure  all  the  divine  pro¬ 
ceedings  ever  have,  and  always  will  be  guided. 
If  the  angels  of  the  .Asiatic  churches  had  been 
invested  with  no  more  permanent  power,  than 
what  is  committed  to  the  moderator  of  a  pres¬ 
bytery  under  the  Scotch  establishment,  it  would 
have  been  hard  indeed  to  require  more  of  them 
than  their  office  allowed  them  to  perform,  or  to 
condemn  them  for  not  doing  what  they  had  no 
right  or  authority  to  do.  This  would  be  consid¬ 
ered  as  such  Hagrant  seventy  and  injustice  in 
any  human  judicatory,  that  we  cannot  possibly 
supiKJse  the  most  distant  tendency  towards  it, 
in  his  divine  administration,  who  is  King  of 
kings,  and  Lord  of  lords,  and  as  “  Judge  of  all 
the  earth,  will  certainly  do  right.”  But  if  the 
angels  addressed  hy  St  John  had  really  the  same 
a!ithority  over  the  seven  churches  of  Asia,  that 
was  committed  to  Timothy  and  Titus,  in  those 
of  Ephesus  and  Crete  :  if  these  angels,  apostles, 
or  bishops,  had  each  of  them  a  right,  in  virtue 
of  his  apostolic  commission,  to  take  cognizance 
of  false  and  heretical  doctrine,  to  admonish  the 
heretic,  and  in  case  of  his  obstinate  contempt  of 
such  admonition,  to  reject  him  from  the  com¬ 
munion  of  the  church  :  if  to  these  angels  only 
pertained  the  power  of  ordaining  presbyters  and 
deacons  in  the  several  churches  committed  to 
their  care,  and  when  ordained,  of  appointing 
their  services,  inspecting  their  conduct,  and 
seeing  that  every  thing  was  done  decently,  and 
so  as  to  promote  order  and  edification  :  if  such 
were  the  Episcopal  powers  committed  to  these 
angels  of  the  Asiatic  churches,  which  had  been 
committed  to  Timothy  in  Ephesus,  and  Titus 
in  Crete,  the  careful  performance  of  the  duties 
arising  from  such  an  im|»ortant  trust,  would  no 
doubt  procure  the  praise  of  their  heavenly  .Mas¬ 
ter,  while  inattention  and  negligence,  neither 
reproving  what  was  wrong,  nor  rebuking  the 
wicked,  nor  expelling  the  incorrigible,  would 
as  certainly  expose  them  to  the  just  reprehen¬ 
sion  of  that  divine  Lord,  who  had  employed  his 
servant  John  thus  to  point  out  their  duty,  and 
do  the  same  good  office  to  the  bishops  of  the 
seven  churches  in  Asia,  that  St.  Paul  had  done 
before  to  those  of  Ephesus  and  Crete. — iiisnor

OBJECTIONS  A.NSWEKFD. 

“  It  is  confidently  asserted,”  my  young  mas¬ 
ter  observed,  “  that  Episcopalians  do  not  believe 
in  the  necessity  of  a  change  of  heart,  and  I  will 
thank  you  to  inform  me  whether  such  is  the  fact 
respecting  any  of  them ;  for  your  sermon  last 
Sunday  on  those  words  of  David — “Create  in 
me  a  clean  heart,  O  God ;  and  renew  a  right 
spirit  within  me.”— /*s.  li.  10,— satisfied  my 
mind  that  your  own  views  of  conversion  were 
truly  scriptural.” 

“  That  is  an  old,  and  oft  repeated  calumny,” 
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.Mr.  P - replied,  “  which  has  no  foundation 

whatever  in  truth.  I  never  knew  an  Episcopal 
Clergyman,  and  I  never  heard  of  one,  who  did 
not  believe  that  man  is  by  nature  fallen  and  cor¬ 
rupt — that  his  sinful  heart  must  be  changed, 
and  he  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  his  mind  by 
the  operaiidns  of  Divine  Grace,  before  he  can 
be  fitted  for  the  bliss  and  glories  of  heaven. 
Whoever  believes  in  the  corruption  of  human 
nature — whoever  believes,  as  our  ninth  article 
expresses  it,  that  “  man  is  very  far  gone  from 
original  righteousness,”— must  consequently  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  change  of 
heart ;  because,  “  without  holiness  no  man  shall 
see  the  Lord.” 

“  But  let  me  refer  you  to  the  Prayer  Book, 
the  only  proper  standard  of  what  Episcopalians 
do  or  do  not  beiieve.  Without  stopping  to  con¬ 
sider  your  single  objection,  I  will  confidently 
ask — What  doctrine  does  the  Bible  contain,  as 
“  necessary  to  salvation,”  that  is  not  again  and 
again  clearly  and  distinctly  set  forth  in  our  Lit¬ 
urgy  ?  Indeed,  I  will  go  further,  and  ask,  where 
is  the  orthodox  Church  in  Christendom,  that 
gives  such  prominence  to  the  fundamental  doc¬ 
trines  of  Christianity  as  our  own?  And  where 
will  you  find  a  body  of  Clergy  more  zealous  and 
faithful  than  ours  in  explaining  and  enforcing 
those  doctrines  ?” 

“  One  of  the  greatest  advantages  of  a  publi* 
formulary,  like  ours,  is  to  bring  the  primary  and 
essential  truths  of  the  Gospel  before  the  people 
in  a  regular  and  connected  order.  You  have 
only  to  run  your  eye  over  its  pages  to  be  con¬ 
vinced  with  what  admirable  beauty  and  propri¬ 
ety  the  compilers  of  our  Liturgy  have  arranged 
the  services  for  every  day  in  the  year.  A  little 
attention  to  the  Lessons,  Gospels,  and  Epistles, 
for  each  day,  will  show  with  what  judgment  they 
are  selected  and  suited  to  the  occasion.  You 
will  generally  find  the  second  lesson  illustrating 
the  /frst,  and  the  Epistle  and  Gospel  explaining 
each  other ;  thereby  making  Scripture  its  own 
interpreter.  Beginning  with  the  Advent  of  the 
Messiah,  the  Church  follows  our  blessed  Sav¬ 
iour  step  by  step,  from  the  cradle  to  the  cross, 
making  “Jesus  Christ  and  him  crucified,”  the 
corner  stone,  the  very  foundation  of  the  Gospel 
scheme  of  salvation.  First  reciting  the  prophe¬ 
cies  which  announce  his  coming,  she  goes  on 
to  show  their  fulfilment  in  his  birth,  miracles, 
sufferings.  Death,  Resurrection,  and  Ascen¬ 
sion  ; — then  she  proceeds  to  commemorate  the  * 
wonderful  effusion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  on  the 
day  of  Pentecost,  and  closes  her  most  important 
festivals  by  celebrating  the  mystery  of  the  ado¬ 
rable  Trinity,  and  ascribing  equal  and  undivi¬ 
ded  “Glory  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and 
to  the  Holy  Ghost.” 

“  Another  distinguished  excellence  of  our 
Prayer  Book  is,  that  it  excludes  from  the  Churen 
“  all  erroneous  and  strange  doctrines,”  and  it 
preserves  those  who  use  it  from  falling  into  her¬ 
esy  and  error.  An  honest  person  cannot  pos- 
sildy  unite  in  our  services,  and  yet  retain  very 
I  dangerous  opinions;  he  must  either  renounce 
his  errors,  or  lay  aside  the  Liturgy.  Here  he

It  is  his  ministerial  authority  alone 
which  distinguishes  the  elements  from  ordinary 
bread  and  wine. 

The  good  effect  of  an  ordinance  is  wholly 
distinct  from  its  validity.  The  former  depends 
upon  the  state  of  the  recipient’s  heart. — A  valid 
ordinance,  administered  to  a  truly  pious  recipi¬ 
ent,  will  not  fail  to  produce  all  the  spiritual  ef¬ 
fects  for  which  it  is  designed.  But  the  same 
ordinance,  administered  to  a  candidate  whose 
heart  is  not  right  in.  the  sight  of  God,  is  pro¬ 
ductive  of  no  good  fruits.  It  is  like  the  good 
seed  which  fell  on  stony  ground  and  by  the 
way  side. 

Finally,  it  may  be  remarked,  that  as  the  va¬ 
lidity  of  an  ordinance  does  not  depend  upon  its 
apparent  effect,  so  neither  does  it  depend  upon 
the  piety  or  other  personal  qualifications  of  him 
who  administers  it,  but  upon  the  truth  of  the 
ministerial  commission  and  authority  under 
which  he  acts.  So  that  the  humble  Christian 
should  entertain  no  fears  that  either  the  validity 
or  the  efficacy  of  an  ordinance  will  be  destroyed 
or  diminished  by  the  hypocrisy  or  wickedness 
of  the  administrator.  Our  XXVIth  Article  of 
Religion  reads  as  follows  : — 

”  Of  the  unworthiness  of  the  Ministers,  which 
hinders  ’not  the  effect  of  the  Sacrements.

There  is  a  three-fold  character  in  the  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  Christian  Church  : — they  are  the 
appointed  instruments  by  which  God  communi¬ 
cates  to  his  children  divine  favors  and  spiritual 
bles.sings — they  are  the  seals  of  his  covenant, 
the  tokens  and  pledges  of  his  mercy — they  have 
a  tendency,  in  their  very  nature,  like  all  other 
religious  ceremonies,  to  promote  the  piety  of 
those  who  are  the  subjects  of  them.

Neither  is  the  effect  of 
Christ’s  Ordinance  taken  away  by  their  wicked¬ 
ness,  nor  the  grace  of  God’s  gifts  diminished 
from  such  as,  by  faith,  and  rightly  do  receive 
the  Sacraments,  ministered  unto  them,  which 
l>e  effectual,  because  of  Christ’s  institution  and 
promise,  although  Uiey  be  ministered  by  evil 
men.”

We  are  favoured  with  some  further  extracts 
from  Bishop  Brownell’s  letters.  From  his  com¬ 
munication  dated  at  Savannah,  Georgia,  Febru¬ 
ary  13th,  we  publish  the  following: — 

”  Having  completed  the  objects  of  our  visit  to 
Louisiana,  we  left  New-Orleans  on  the  20th  of 
January,  for  the  State  of  Alabama.  Our  passage 
was  by  the  way  of  the  lakes  Ponchartrain, 
Borgne,  and  the  Gulf,  and  we  arrived  at  Mobile 
on  the  eveningofThursday,  the21st.  The  state 
of  things  at  .Mobile  was  more  au.«picious  to  the 
interests  of  the  Church  than  we  had  anticipa¬ 
ted.  We  found  a  large  congregation,  and  a 
handsome  and  commodious  house  of  public  wor¬ 
ship.  The  church  was  built  by  the  subscrip¬ 
tions  of  diflercMit  denominations  of  Christians, 
though  the  principal  subscribers  were  attached 
to  the  doctrines  and  Liturgy  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  By  the  conditions  of  the  subscription, 
the  Clergyman  was  to  be  called,  from  year  to 
year,  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  till  it 
should  be  determined,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds, 
to  what  denomination  the  church  should  perma¬ 
nently  brdong.  Cnder  these  circumstances,  it 
had  been  occupied  by  Presbyterian  Clergymen 
till  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  when  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Shaw  visited  the  place,  and  was  invited  to 
officiate  one  half  the  time,  as  an  Episcopal  Cler¬ 
gyman.  On  the  first  of  January  of  the  present 
year,  the  Rev.  .Mr.  Shaw  was  called  as  the  sole 
minister,  with  only  one  dissenting  voice,  and 
with  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  It  is 
probable  that  two  thirds  ol  the  proprietors  would 
he  ready,  at  the  present  time,  to  decide  on  the 
Episcopal  character  of  the  church,  but  the  Epis¬ 
copalians  appear  to  think  it  more  compatible 
with  the  principles  of  equity  and  liberality  to 
purchase  the  rights  of  the  tew  individuals  who 
still  retain  a  preference  fur  the  Presbyterian 
mode  of  worship. 

On  Sunday  the  24th,  large  and  attentive  con¬ 
gregations  attended  the  services  through  the 
day.  In  the  morning,  1  preached  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Baptism.  This  sacrament  was  adminis¬ 
tered  to  19  persons  (S  adults  and  1 1  children) 
during  my  visit  to  Mobile,  and  several  others 
have  the  subject  under  serious  consideration 
In  the  afternoon,  1  preached  on  the  subject  of 
Confirmation,  and  administered  that  holy  rite 
to  26  persons.  In  the  evening,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Richmond  delivered  a  discourse  in  be¬ 
half  of  our  general  Missionary  Society,  and 
received  a  collection  of  forty-seven  dollars,  to 
be  expended  for  missionary  services  within  the 
State.

The  place  of  his  interment  is  not  mark¬ 
ed  by  any  permanent  memorial,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Directors  of  the  Society  w  ill  soon  cause 
a  suitable  stone  to  be  erected  to  his  memory. 
We  were  happy  to  learn  that  he  received  every 
possible  kindness  and  attention  during  his  ill¬ 
ness  at  Mobile.  His  pious  and  amiable  char¬ 
acter,  and  the  early  termination  of  his  career  of 
usefulness,  appear  to  have  excited  a  deep  sym¬ 
pathy  in  his  behalf.  He  died  at  the  house  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  with  little  pain  or  suffering, 
with  entire  composure  and  resignation,  and 
with  the  most  animating  hopes  of  future  felicity. 

On  Thursday,  the  28th  of  January,  we  left 
Mobile,  in  the  steam-boat  Tuscumbia,  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  up  the  Alabama  River.  We  arrived  at 
Selma  the  following  Sunday  morning,  where 
we  landed  in  time  for  public  worship.  The 
Presbyterian  Clergyman  immediately  waited  on 
us,  and  invited  us  to  officiate  in  the  house  of 
public  worship,  which  was  built  for  the  com¬ 
mon  use  of  all  religious  denominations.  In  the 
morning  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  read  the  ser¬ 
vice,  and  1  delivered  a  discourse,  and  in  the 
afternoon  the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  preached 
On  Monday  morning  we  started  for  Montgome¬ 
ry,  where  we  arrived  on  Tuesday  afternoon,
